{ poged by Congressman Hephurm of lown

tn the Paelfle rallrond debt fanding
LIl which reads as follows:

And that sald (Pacifie eallroad) companles
heteinbafore mentioned, thelr miccemors,
losseen and Assigns, =hall co-operate  In
making track cennections with all rallways
of other companiea now  of hereafter buiit
to polnts of Sunction with their roads and
ghall share equally with companies owning
such romds in the cost thereof; and at points
where twoe or more rallronds shall conneet
with thelr roada, or either of them, they
and their successors, lopsees and assigne
shall afford to all sich connecting roads
equal terme, rates and facilities for the In-
terchange of traflle. both possenger and
freight, betweoen such conneoting roads and
thelr respéctive roads and every part there-
of And any contraet, arrangement or de-
vice by male, leass, consolldition, through
car serviee or otherwise, Intended for or
rosulting In any preference or advantage
whutsaeyer to any such raflroad, sn con-
neoting at any such common point, or which
shall subjeot any much ralirond so conneot-
Ing st any eommon point, to any prajidice
or disadvantage whatsoevor, is hereby de-
clared to be wunlawtal,

This amendment 18 sweeping and far-
renching,  On the faee It appears rens-
onable and equitable. On eloger investl-
gntion, however, It will he found to bhe
nnrensonible and  ineguitable. It s
vight and proper that all railways that
connect with the Unlon Paclfie shall
enjoy equal faellitios for the transfer of
pussenger and  Crefght teafie, It s
right and proper that the rates charged
all connecting ronds for like serviee
shall b the same, Tt I8 quite another
thing, however, {o require the Unlon
Paeifie wmilroad to grant a mileage pro-
rate to ronds that intersect It at any
point on its mwain line or nny of Is
branchoes,

The Hepburn amendment 1= an at-
tempt to apply to the Pacific railronds
the mileage pro-edte Iaw which was de-
manded for the Baelington and Kansas
Paeifie ronds In 18745, The design of
the original Pacifie raflroad charters
was that oll the rvoads making a june-
tion with the main stem of the Union
Pacific at or near the one huondredth
merldian shoulil enjoy  equal  traffic
privileges, In  definnee  of  charter
provisions the Union Pacifie exacted
the same rates from  Kearney  and
Cheyenne to the const as from s east-
orn terminus at Omaha.  In that now
historie contention for pro-vata at Kenr-
ney, The Dee supported the Burlington
rond, amd opposed the Union Pacific
policy, believing it o be detrimental to
the publie Interest amwd o perversion of
charter vlehts, To this view it still
adheres,  The deninl of traflic exehange
privileges at Kearney foreed the Dur-
lington fto extend its line to Denver
when one road to that city could have
cared for all the Dusiness.

But ilie Hepburn amendment does not
merely contemplate mileage pro-rate
priviloges at junction at or near the
one hundredih merhdinn, but proposes
to extend them fo every point where
another rallvoad conneets with or inter-
seets the Unlon Pacific and  Central
Pactiie roads, In other words, it Is
proposed thnat the Union Pacific shall
chinrge throngh mbleaze rates from any
point on its ling to its eastern or west-
ern torminng for all passengers and
frelght received from another railroadl.
For example, if the throngh passenger
rite from Omaha to Ogden is 820, the
I'nion  DPacitie, under the Henburn
amendment, conld charge only $2 for an
COhmiaha passenger turned over to it by
another rond at n point 100 miles east
of Ogden, althongh it would vnder or
dinary nsage be entitled to loeal riates
at not less than 3 conts o wmile,  In this
ense the advantnge wonld be with the
competing line, which wounld take the
cream of the buslpess and leave the
Inion Pacifie the skim milk.

Whiy shonld the Union or Central Pa-
elfle be required to do for parallel and
competing lines what thesge competitors
are nnder no obligation to do for it and
would never do voluntarily ?  If mileag:e
pro-riate privileges are to be given to
all lines connecting with or intersect-
ing these ronds the Union Pacifie shonkl
eortitinly have the right to pro-vata over
their lines,

All privileges granted should bhe re-
eiproeal, If the conditions are  such
that eomplete reciprocity s Impogsible
and the benefits all on one slde and the
burden on the other, it becomes a
sorfous question whether congress woulid
be justified In exacting any condition
that would impair the obligations which
the refunding bil Imposes upon the
Pacifie ronds.  If the veads are to pay
principal and Interest In installments
on @ capltalization of 100000 a mile,
where arve they to seeure the revenne
if their traffic I8 to be diverted? It
might not be o hardship on the Central
Pacific 1o be forced to pro-vate with
connecting Hoes, heeanse there are prie-
tically no such lines, The Henburn
awendment may, therefore, be perfectly
snftisfactory to My, Huntington, buat it
will, If enncted, seriously hamper the
Unlon Pacltie. 1t is a question whether
the rond would not have to be again
in the bands of recelvers In the next
fon yenrs.  The people of Nebraska and
the patrons of the Pacific roads gen-
erally do pot favor any scheme that
will perpetnate the Pacifie rallroad debt,
They want a foreclosure that will re-
dues it to an actunl value canlializa-
tion. But if they must have a fund-
Ing bilL they prefer one that will leave
the road Io position to weet obliga-
tions,

evidencod by the material increase In
the consumption of articles of general
use. The chancellor of the exchieguer

The statement of the
chancellor of the exchequer does not

tited o very conslderable propovtion of
the Increased trade of that country.
Thig matter ghould command the se-
riovs attontion of the American people.
The testhnony of the British chaneellor
of the exchiequer will not be gquestioned,
nor ean there be a reasonable doult
that the greatest contribution to the ex-
pangion of British frade and to the im-
provement of the condition of the work-
ing classes of England was made by
the democratic party when it put Into
offect the present tarift law, and to the
extent that Bogland profited by that
lnw Ameriean industries and American
Inbor were Injured.  British  woolen
mills are still in full operation on orders
for the American market, while not
less than one-third of our own mills are
clogpd down or working on short time.
